A rigid campaign against newspapers 
was opened today when the Odesskie 
Novosti, the foremost progressive organ 
of Bouthern Russia, was suppressed 
for the heinous offense of publishing 
pictures of liberal candidates In the 
recent elections, Dr. Pergament and 
Dr. Nicholsky. The latter is also under 
arrest on the charge of being a pro- 
greasive. 

This step is declared to be the fore- 
runner of wholesale suppressions of 
Libera! journals. Some officials have 
even been heard to say that, in the 
course of three months, every public 
print which is not the slave of the re- 
habilitated reactionary party will be 
driven out of business on some preé- 
text or other.

GRAFT PROSECUTION. 


SECOND FORD 
TRIAL CLOSING. 


Arguments May Be begun 
This Afternoon. 


Heney Will Not Put Ruef on 
the Stand. 


— 


Defense Is Expected to Off er 
no Testimony 


[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.™.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—It is 
likely that arguments of counsel in 
the Tirey L. Ford pribery case will 
be begun tomorrow afternoon, or pos- 
sibly in the forenoon. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Heney announced 
at the adjournment of court today 
that he expects to close the case for 
the prosecution by 11 o'clock the 
morning. This means that Abe Ruef 
will not be called as a witness, in 
which event, it may be forecasted 
with practical certainty, the defense 
will not offer any evidence. 

The prosecution today placed on the 
stand a new and important witness In 
the person of Robert H. Peters, an 
assistant to William J. Burns. He 
testified to having shadowed Ruef to 
Ford's office in the car barns ‘on the 
23rd day of August, 1906, the day on 
which Ford withdrew from the branch 
mint the last $100,000 of the $200,000 
fund alleged by the State to have peen 
used to buy the passage of the trolley 
ordanance. 

Other new witnesses produced by 
Heney were waiters, who testified to 
seeing Ruef and Ford lunch together 
one day at the Cosnmmes Club, s0on 
after the earthquake and fire. Repre- 
Sentatives of several San Francisco 
Danks testified to the non-deposit by 
the United Railroads, Calhoun, Mul- 
laliy, Ford or Abbott, of the $200,000 
in issue. 

Adam M. Dahiler, assistant cashier 
of the railway corporation, gave the 
defense an opportunity to explode a 
surprise shell. but though the fuse 
was lighted. the bomb did not go off, 
being stayed until morning by a rul- 
ing of Judge Lawlor. The promise 
is that tomorrow mnvrning, the de- 
fense, in cross-examining Dahier, 
will seek to prove by him that the 
$200,000 withdrawn from the mint was 
Bsubsequentiy sent to Brown Bros. & 
Co.. at New York, in matured bond 
coupons, instead of being expended in 
briberies. 


HENEY SPRINGS 
A NEW WITNESS. 


(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 29.—George 
Wilcutt, secretary and controller of 
the United Railroads, was recalled by 
the prosecution when the Ford bribery 
trial was resumed this morning. he 
brought with him the corporation's 
journal and ledger for the months of 
May, June and July, of 1906, called for 
yesterday by Heney, as a result of 
Wiicutt's declaration that these books 
carried entries of the $200,000 allegealy 
expended in the bribery of Schmitz 
and the Supervisors through Ruef. The 
books, however, were not examined by 
either’ side. 

Secretary Whilcutt admitted that no 
entry of the $290,000 was made in the 
books prior to September 22, 1906. The 
allegation in the indictment on which 
Ford is being tried is that this fund 
was expended in July and August of 
that year. Mr. Wilcutt never saw any 
youchers for this $200,000, though the 
voucher system was used by the cor- 
poration in the accounting of size- 
able sums. 

Referring to the long-continued ab- 
sence from the city of George A. 
Starr, treasurer of the United Reall- 
road. Heney asked Wiicutt if it was 
not a fact that Starr and himself and 
several other employés of the cor- 
poration had been subpoenaed before 
the grand jury. and had refused to tes- 
tify: that Cathoun, Mullally, Ford and 
Abbott were indicted tn May, 1907; that 
Starr had left San Francisco in the 
following July and failed to return. He 
anewered in the affirmative. . 

The prosecution calied Adam M. Dol- 
lar, aesistant cashier of the United 


Railroads. He corroborated Secretary | 


Wiicutt in many particulars, and ad- 
ded the information that many of the 
company's vouchers were taken to New 
York by a firm of accountants in that 
city which for years has annually aud- 
ited the corporation's books, and never 
had been returned. 

Charies Holbrook, a well-known San 
Francisco merchant and a director of 
the United Rallroads, testified to nav- 
ing no knowledge of the employment of 
Ruef as an attorney or otherwise, or 
of the receipt or expenditure of the 

“What was Mr. Ford's salary?’ He- 
ney asked him. 

“We object,” interposed A. A. Moore. 
“This is an attempt toward an unwar- 
ranted intrusion of Gen. Ford's private 
affairs. We might with as much pro- 
priety ask you what your salary is, 
Mr. Heney.” 

“My sealary? I donate my salary.” 
Heney answered. - 

“I am not taking a cent for my serv- 

“Ah,” mused Moore, “out of love of 
God, I presume?” ~- 

“Yes, out of love of justice, and good 
government and decency,” was the re- 
joigder. 

Judge Lawlor ruied that Mr. Hol- 
brook should answer the question, but 
he said he did not know . - 

Archibaid Kains, president of the 
Cariadian Bank of the Pacific and for- 
meriy a United Railroads director, and 
John Henry Meyer of the banking firm 
of Antone Borel & Co., a director of 
the railway corporation, testified to 
complete ignorance of the transactions 
eventuating in the passage of the trol- 
ley franchise, nor had they any know!l- 
edge of the receipt or expenditure of 
the 3200,000. 

The prosecution sprang a surprise on 
the defense by cailing to the stand a 
hitherto unknown witness in the per- 
son of Robert H. Perry, who «aid he 
was employed in the summer of 1906 
by William J. Burns to shadow Abe 
Ruef. He testified that at 3:45 o'clock 
In the afternoon of August 23—the day 
on which Ford drew the last $)60,00 
of the $200,000 fund from the mint. he 
shadowed Ruef (in his automobile, the 
famous Green Dragon) from the lat- 
ter’s office to the United Railroads 
ear barns at Oak and Broderick streets, 
and an hour later saw him emerge 
from Ford's private office. 

Perry's testimony Was circumstan- 
tial to the last degree. He referred con- 
stantiy to a notebook in which. he 
gaid, he hed recorded the comings and 
goings of the San Francisco boss from 
street to street, and door to curb. 

In the crose-examination Earl Rogers 
wrung from Perry the admission that 
some of the more important entrice in 
this notebook were writt@n in after- 
ward, but he challenged by denial the 
insinuation that these fnportant en- 
tries were “manufactured.”

The American Asphalt Association 
charges that by means of an extortion- 
ate freight rate charged by the Uintah 
Railway, which is owned by the Bar- 
ber asphalt trust, it is hardly able to 
continue in business in Eastern Utah. 
The Uintah Railway operates from 
Mack, Colo., to Dragon, Utah, a dis- 
tance of fifty-four miles, near where 
large giisonite deposits exist. P. 
Baron, vice-president and general man- 
ager of the American association, who 
was formerly connected with the trust, 
testified this morning thai the Uintah 
Railway charges $10 a ton rate, so that 
the American company cannot compete 
with the Barber asphalt trust. 

He says that the trust has sold gil- 
sonite at a lower price than it costs 
the American «association to produce

As a result of a perfect tempest of 
expostulation among the merchants of 
Los Angeles a musical planned for 
next month in Blanchard Hall for the 
ostensible benefit of the Maud Bal- 
lington Booth Home for Friendless 
Children has been given up, so far as 
its patrons are concerned. 

The long-suffering mere 8 


erchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
aon charges William M. Hughes of 
the Volunteers of America, under 
whose auspices the concert was to be 
given, with deliberate misrepresenta- 
tion of the conditions attached to the 


A. ¢. Burton, a well-known mining 
man, who had agreed to assist in se- 
curing talen for the occasion with- 
drew in disgust yesterday when he 
learned of the methods employed by 
the Volunteers of America in securing 
subscriptions, He stated that everp 
doliar paid for tickets would be re 
turned to the purchasers. 

Burton asserted that Hughes repre- 
sented that the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association would not dis- 
courage the plan, although it might 
not give it a very hearty indorsement. 

WITHDRAWS HIS SUPPORT. 

“l went into this affair with the 
view of aiding the home,” said Burton, 
“and I was told positively by Hughes 
that he had seen the secretary of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ctati and secured prectical permis- 
sion fo see the members. He told me 
that the Maud Booth Home was in- 
dorsed by the association and that was 
sufficient. I saw several artists who 
agreed to take part in the programme, 
and was prepared to do my best to 
aid what seemed to be a worthy cause. 

“But in the Nght of subsequent de- 
velopments, I have decided to with- 
draw my support. Any tickets that 
were sold by me or by mem 
my family will be redeemed at my of- 
flee, | saw Secretary Zeehandelaar and 
he assured me that Hughes had never 
been to see him or even asked for an 
indorsement. Tf learn that the mer- 
chants are dissatisfied with the plan 
proposed by the Volunteers and doubt- 
less they have their own reasons for 
being cuspicious of all charity affairs.” 

The “benefit” was planned some time 

ago, and its promoters have apparent- 
ly not sought any publicity, as no men- 
tion of it was made until an army of 
solicitors began to invade the whole- 
sale district late last week. Mer- 
chants were asked to purchase as 
many tickets as they could “stand for” 
at $1 each. The p * were to go 
to the Home for Friendless Children, 
it was said. . 
“This scheme ts an imposition on the 
merchants.” said Zeehandelaar. “IT saw 
Hughes today and asked him to ex- 
plain what the Volunteers meant by 
getting up a benefit of the nature of 
the proposed concert. He said it was 
a plan to secure more funda for the 
Vermont-avenue home. I told him the 
merchants gave the Volunteers aid ev- 
ery day in the year and did not feel 
it was right to approach them with a 
acheme which would not net the home 
any considefable amount, He squirmed 
about and finally said another party 
was desirous of giving the concert and 
asked the use of the name of the Vol. 
unteers in order to sell tickets, T told 
Hughes the plan was unworthy of any 
organization that professed as much 
as the Volunteers. I shall take the 
matter up further tomorrow.” 

By the terms of a contract between 
Burton and the leader of the Volun- 
teers In thie city, the home was to re- 
ceive only 30 per cent. of the p 
In other words, the merchants were 
asked to contribute $1 to a charity 
when at the most only 30 cents would 
go to the object of the donation. 

Hughes says the entire affair was a 
misunderstanding. He says Burton 
proposed the concert and the support 
of the Volunteers was given in con- 
sideration of an agrec™ent to turn 
over 30 pef cent. of the gross receipts 
to the home. Although admitting that 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ At- 
enciation hed not indorsed the scheme 
Hughes said the home was indorsed 
and that (e Volunteers also are in fa- 
vor with the merchants.

Cheap Travel Possible. 
*agents and prospective pas- 
are considerably at sea over 
the apparent conflict of State laws 
regarding railroad fares and the or- 
ders pf the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. As a result the agents are 
often asked to give the traveler two 
ratings to eastern points. 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
aion requires that ticket agents selling 
tickets through to eastern puints must 
be governed by the tariffs as published. 
These are based on the three-cent-per- 
mile rating. Now, in several States 
the two-cent-per-mile rate is in ef- 
fect, and this brings about the pe- 
cullarg condition that passenger can 
purcliase a ticket to some certain east-
